! With her husband Oscar, she 
came from England to Ireland 
in 1912. Her husband bought 
horses for British and Contin 
ental armies and when that 
trade declined they entered 
the entertainment world. When 
he died a few years ago in 
Maguiresbridge, Fermanagh, his 
caravan was burned. 

Of Mrs. Heron’s 15 children, nine 
of whom are alive, none mar- 
ried into Romany families ana 
therefore were not entitled to 
inherit the family possessions. 
Her eldest son, Douglas, who 
lives in Dungannon made 
arrangement for the burning 
of the caravan, bought 14 years 
^ ago for £800. 

Everything belonging to Mrs. 
Heron was left in the caravan 
Her brooches, studded witn 
rubies, and diamonds, her £5 
gold piece and gold sovereign 
earrings, Waterford glass ana 
antique china pieces were 
smashed. Petrol was poured 
over the bed linen and cup- 
boards and the thing set alignt. 
)nly one personal item was not 
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destroyed. This was Mrs
